Army Takes Over In Lebanese Coup 


Beirut, Lebanon (UPI) — The army seized 


power in a lighting and relatively bloodless coup 
Thursday but President Suleiman Franjieh 
rejected an ultimatum to resign and appealed for 
support from the refuge of his beseiged Presiden- 
tial Palace 


Bng. Gen Aziz Ahdab, the commander of the 


Beirut garrison, led the late-night coup in an 
attempt to halt spreading Moslem rebellion within 
army ranks and avert a civil war. 


He seized the central radio and television 


stations and gave Franjieh and the cabinet 24 hours 
to resign. 


The coup apparently had the backing of the 


army high command and, if not the approval, then 
at least the tacit acceptance of Syria and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, officials said 


Ahdab Supported 


Other army units, with the exception of rebel 


Moslem troops in the north and south whose 
mutiny helped touch off the coup, quickly declared 
thar support for Abdab. 


But Franjieh, beseiged in the Presidential 


Palace at Baabda seven miles southeast of Beirut, 


issued a statement late Thursday night rejecting 
the demand for his resignation and calling for sup- 
port to "confront the criminals " Gen. Ahdab. a 
Sunni Moslem, called on Parliament to elect a new 
president within seven days and for the new presi- 
dent to form a new government immediately 


Both the TV and radio stations remained on 


the air and military announcers read messages of 
support from army groups throughout the country 
and from various cities and towns — both Christian 
and Moslem 


Shooting throughout Beirut — a lot of it ap- 


parently in celebration — died down after about 
two hours and — significantly — no political party, 
or the Palestinian resistance movement, raised a 
protest. 


Rebel soldiers captured the radio station after 


a fierce firefight with troops loyal to Franjieh. 
Ahdab. wearing military dress uniform and dark 
glasses, arrived within moments to read the same 
"military communique number one" he had earlier 
read on television, which the rebels quickly took in 
launching the coup.

Democrat Rules Peeve 
Some Delegate Hopefuls

A few Democratic Party workers are 


grumbling about being "bumped off" the slates of 
delegate candidates for the national convention by 
big-name "johnny-come-latelies" jumping on the 
bandwagon. 


The situation has arisen in the wake of new 


rules for delegate candidates directed by the. 
National Democratic Party and implemented* 
recently by state election officials. 


The rule, requires that national convention 


delegate candidates running pledged to a particular 
presidential contender must have the presidential 
candidate's approval 


Dick White. Democratic State Party chairman, 


said the purpose behind the change is to help the 
presidential candidates. In the past, presidential 
candidates have had their strength among voters 
diluted by a field of delegate candidates so large not 
a sufficient number are elected to the convention. 


It is also intended to weed out delegate can- 


didates not genuinely committed to the particular 
presidential contender. 


A delegate candidate's choice of a presidential 


contender is crucial if that candidate is to attend 
the convention. 


Gov. J. James Exon, a popular Democrat in his 


own right, four years ago filed as an uncommitted 
delegate candidate to the convention and was not 
elected. Meanwhile, new faces in the parry pledged 
to Sen George McGovern were elected. 


Presidential candidates naturally would like to 


have influential state party members in their ranks. 


Critics of the new system for Democrats com- 


plain that workers recruited for a candidate when 
support was slim are being replaced on slates by 
more influential party members. 


It is claimed this happened most visibly m the 


slate-making for Sen. Henry Jackson, who since his 
victory m Massachusetts has attracted Exon. State 


Sen Eugene Mahoney, gubernatorial aide Norm

Mrs. Joan Masuck of Omaha, state coordinator 


for Carter, said Ziebarth orally indicated he would 
be a Carter delegate but never sent in his form for 
approval.

London (UPI) - Prime Minister Harold Wilson, 


staging a swift comeback from a left-wing revolt and 
humiliating earlier parliamentay defeat, won a 
smashing House of Commons confidence vote Thursday 
that saved his Labor government's life. 


The voting was 297-280 to endorse the government's 


economic policies — an unexpectedly high majority of 
17. 


The margin had been expected to be much 


narrower. 


A group of 36 left-wing rebel Labor Party members 


who abstained from voting Wednesday and thus 
precipitated the government's defeat, supported it this 
time. 


If Wilson had lost, he would have had to resign and 


the country would have been plunged into a parliamen- 
tary general election. 


Wilson and Chancellor of the Exchequer Denis 


Healey lashed out at the Labor left-wingers in a deter- 
mined bid to end their revolt. 


Wilson told them, "Don't throw away all we have 


achieved by voting and abstaining habits with the 
Conservatives." 


Wilson, who was celebrating his 60th birthday, 


added amid uproar from the Conservatives, that his 
defeat Wednesday was the result of "one of the most un- 
holy alliances in the history of Parliament — an alliance 
of members who normally would not be seen dead with 
one another." 


Healey, winding up a six-hour debate, told the 


rebels, "No labor government can be a government of 
surrender to blackmail We cannot and will not sur- 
render to it." 


Healey said another such revolt against the govern- 


ment by its own left-wingers would mean surrender to 
Conservative Party Leader Margaret Thatcher. 


"To surrender to her would be to betray the whole 


of the Labor movement to its enemies," he said.

Chloroform Wanted Off Market 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Ralph Nader group 


sued the Food and Drug Administration Thursday 
in an attempt to force the ban or seizure of more 
than 100 toothpastes, cough medicines and 
cosmetics containing chloroform, a chemical 
which causes cancer in laboratory animals. 


The lawsuit by the Public Citizen Health 


Research Group alleged that chloroform poses no 
health benefits in those products and is added 
merely to affect taste. 


In a separate action, the group asked Secretary 


David Mathews of Health, Education and Welfare 
to declare chloroform an imminent hazard and to 
issue an immediate ban and recall on all drugs 
containing the chemical 


Dr. Sidney M. Wolfe, director of the Health 


Research Group, told Mathews in a letter that 
chloroform is "a powerful cancer-causing agent 
which has no value beyond its taste." 


"Every day which goes by without FDA action, 


especially during this cough-coid-flu season, is 
another day in which hundreds of thousands of 
people are exposed to the unnecessary risk of 
cancer," Wolfe wrote. 


The National Cancer Institute recently released 


a report showing that chloroform caused cancer 
in rodents at all levels tested. The report has been 
sent to the FDA for evaluation. 


The Health Research Group said it found 


chloroform in significant amounts hi two brands 
of toothpaste, Ultra Brite and Maclean's, and 
several brands of cough medicines. 


Ultra Brite contains 0.8 per cent chloroform 


and Maclean's 2 per cent, Wolfe said. 


"Although only one-fourth of this is actually in- 


gested," Wolfe said, "some is also absorbed 
through the mucous membranes in the mouth 
and throat" 


He said the amount of chloroform ingested by 


using cough medicines according to label direc- 
tions "is not that much less than the lowest level 
which caused cancer in animals." 


He said a 6-year-old child taking seven 


teaspoonsful of Vicks Formula 44 daily would 
consume a total of 175 milligrams of chloroform. 
If the child weighed 45 pounds, that would 
amount to a dose of 8.75 milligrams per kilogram 
daily or almost 10 per cent of the lowest dose 
found to cause cancer, in toe National Cancer 
Institute Animal Study, he said.

and will be in the future — cir- 
cumstances in which presidents 
may lawfully authorize actions in 
the interests of the security of 
this country which, if under- 
taken by other persons or even 
by the president under different 
circumstances, would be il- 
legal." 


'Dangerous' Doctrine 


In reply. Sen. Frank Church, 


D-Idaho, the intelligence com- 
mittee chairman, denounced 
Nixon's "sovereign" doctrine as 
"pernicious and dangerous." 


"I am very much concerned 


with Nixon's reference to the 
president as a sovereign and that 
he justifies unlawful action in 
the name of the soveriegn," 
Church said. 


In what his lawyers called "a 


rather unusual step," the former 
president unexpectedly made 
public his answers to 77 
questions from the Senate com- 
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mittee even before he gave them 
to the panel — and while the 
questions themselves were still 
classified "top secret."

Committee Again Downs 
Boosts In Social Security 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Proposals to increase Social 
Security taxes were rejected 
Thursday for the second time 
this week by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 


By a voice vote, the committee 


defeated 10 proposals to increase 
taxes by methods such as raising 
the tax rate or the wage base on 
which taxes are paid. It also 
rejected a proposal to set an 
amount which it would recom- 
mend as a potential tax boost 
during the coming year. 


The panel, which is working 


on budget recommendations for 
review by the House Budget 
Committee, failed to agree 
earlier this week on a 
recommended Social Security 
tax boost. 


One proposal rejected in the 


latest debate on the issue would 
have raised $1.1 billion during 
the fiscal year starting Oct. 1 by 
increasing the taxable wage base 
to $18,900 and not changing the 
tax rate. This would have raised 
the maximum Social Security 
payroll deduction to $1,105.65. 


Presently, both employers and 


workers each pay 5.85% 


of an employe's gross wages un- 
til earnings reach $15,300 — 
meaning that the maximum 
Social Security payroll deduction 
this year is $895.05. Under 
existing law the wage ceiling for 
1977 will rise to about $16,500 or 
a maximum tax of $965.25. 


Another proposal would have 


placed the maximum wage base 
at $17,500 and hiked the tax rate 
to a total 11.9%, with 
employers and workers paying 
equal amounts. This would have 
raised the maximum Social 
Security payroll deduction to $1,- 
041.25. 


The committee also rejected a 


proposed $1.5 billion tax hike 
which contained no specifics on 
what the wage base or tax rate 
would become. 


Both the House Ways and 


Means Social Security subcom- 
mittee and the Senate Finance 
Committee already have 
rejected President Ford's 
proposal to hike the current 
Social Security tax rate to 12.3^ 
starting Jan. 1 with no change in 
the $16,500 wage base.

Treatment Plant Plans 
Draw Few Comments

Not tew many citizens had 


good or bad things to say about 
the proposed Northeast 
wastewater treatment plant 
Thursday night. 


The City Council held a public 


hearing, required by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, 
on the proposed treatment plant 
nearN 70th and Salt Creek. 


Four people spoke in favor of 


the plant. Two spoke against it. 


C. A. Mauch, a consulting 


engineer with Black & Veatch, 
said the plant would help 
polluted Salt Creek meet water 
quality standards, would ease 
the load of the Theresa St. plant 
and would improve treatment 
for Dead Man's Run, Havelock 
and Steven's Creek drainage 
areas. 


Construction of the plant is 


scheduled to begin in May, 1977, 


with the planj operational by Ju- 
ly, 1980. 


Mauch said the plant would 


treat waste in a 25-square-mile 
area in which 49,400 Lincolnites 
live. By the year 2000 some 61,- 
700 people are projected to live 
in that area. 


The plant would handle 6.2 


million-gallons-per-day (mgd) 
from residential 
homeowners 


and another 1.8 mgd from in- 
dustry. 


Mauch testified that the most 


"cost effective" way to handle 
the sludge from the plant is to 
spread it on land. The plant 
would be built near the existing 
sewage lagoons, on a 440-acre 
tract. It would be cheaper to 
spread the sludge on the land 
than to truck it to the city land- 
fill, Mauch said. 


Two people weren't so sure 


they liked that idea. 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles E. Bell, 


who live north of the sewage

Sue Hoppel, an engineer with 


the state Natural Resources 
Commission, also pointed out 
that construction 
of the 


Northeast plant is recommended 
in several water quality reports. 


The hearing was held not only 


to meet EPA guidelines, but to 
meet requirements for obtaining 
federal funds. 


The federal government could 


pay 75% of the $14.7 million 
cost. State aid could pick up 
another 12.5%, with the city 
paying the remaining share. 


Mauch said the next step is 


drawing up a design for the 
treatment plant.

According to many political observers, 


the Florida primary results have written an 
end to the presidential ambitions of Ronald 
Reagan and George C. Wallace. Reagan 
needed an early win to get his campaign off 
the ground and losing Florida, which hnd 
looked so good for him just a few week> 
ago, on top of New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts, just about finishes the 
challenge, it is said. And similarly, Wallace 
is said to have needed Florida, where he 
did so well in 1972, as the linchpin of his 
southern base and as the launching pad for 
future delegate-collecting and a respec- 
table position at the nominating conven- 
tion. 


In our view, Florida was crucial to 


Reagan but not so much to Wallace. 


After Jimmy Carter's victory in 


Florida, the former Georgia governor was 
asked if he thought Wallace would drop out 
of the race. Carter responded by saying, in 
effect, that he didn't think Wallace would 
drop out after finishing second in Florida, 
because Wallace really wasn't running for 
president — couldn't be nominated and 
couldn't be elected — but was still running 
to send a message, not a president, to 
Washington. 


Carter was right in his assessment. 


Florida was much more important to 
Reagan, Ford, Carter and Scoop Jackson, 
so far as the race for delegates, momentum 
and the nomination are concerned, than it 
was for Wallace. 


Wallace still has his 15-20%. They are 


true believers, but the cheers and jeers are 
a little less hearty now, perhaps because 
the man's health, the years of going to the 
well for more money to spread the message 
and the long string of failures to gain the 
prize broken only by little successes all 


have betrayed the fantasy that he could be 
elected president. And as the optimism of 
Wallace's core of support is fading 
somewhat, the numbers of marginal voters 
to whom Wallace has some sort of special 
appeal are also dwindling. 


But when Wallace sits back and says he 


led the way, that he said all these things 
years ago that the candidates are saying 
now, that the Democratic Party has come 
around and that he could support 
whomever the party nominates because he 
expects the party platform to reflect many 
of the views he has espoused, he is correct 
in many respects and it is a little scary. 


Wallace's efforts over the years, for 


better or for worse, have not been in vain, 
apparently. He has had no small part in ar- 
ticulating the grievances of the little man 
against big government. He has been one of 
those who has whipped up the resentment 
against government that is prevalent 
among many people today. The public 
mood, for reasons that cannot be easily 
explained, is more conservative or at least 
antigovernment, than it was in 1972. 
Wallace has been hammering away at his 
themes on the national stage since the early 
1960s. The Democratic Party, captured by 
the liberals in 1972, has become more 
moderate or, if you will, more conservative 
— to the point where Wallace believes he 
can support it; not that he will, but he 
now says he can. 


If Florida was a disappointment to 


Wallace and his followers, it will make lit- 
tle difference in the long run. Wallace will 
never be president. 


But the man who stood in the school 


house door nevertheless has exerted a 
strong influence on American politics. 
Many may not like it, but it is true.

WASHINGTON - Every Tuesday is 


another election day, which is a warning 
to pundits not to interpret Florida's 
primary vote as the certain springtime of 
Jimmy Carter or the unbreakable fall of 
Ronald Reagan. 


The "real" winner in Florida, some 


smart money is saying, is Hubert 
Humphrey, ultimate inheritor of the 
Jackson delegates and safe haven for 
floundering Democratic liberals. The ad- 
mirable old pro himself put out word this 
week that "it would only be prudent and 
sensible for a man of my position" to con- 
sider seeking support from still-breathing 
bodies on the battlefield after the 
primary wars end in California on June 8. 


The Humphrey assets - durability, 


consistency, good humor, experience, 
heart — are well known. It is time to sur- 
vey the kind of charges he will be hit with 
— wholly apart from foreign and 
domestic issues — when he becomes a 
candidate. 


(1) He took $100,000 In 1968 from 


Howard Hughes. This charge has been 
made by Robert Maheu, former Hughes 
aide, who has sworn he handed over half 
the money in $100 bills in an attache case 
during a limousine ride with Humphrey 
to the Los Angeles airport. Humphrey 
said on March 19, 1974, that he recalled 
being with Maheu in the limousine, but 
denied he had been given the money 
"personally." He added: "He may have 
given the money to a campaign com- 
mittee supporting me." (Dick Tuck's 
great pun, "What about the Hugh Sloan?" 
comes to mind here.) 


(2) His former press secretary copped a 


plea for aiding and abetting illegal cor- 
porate donations to his campaign hi 1972. 
In a criminal information filed by the 
Watergate special prosecutor, the 
Humphrey aide, Norman Sherman, was 
charged with participating in a scheme to 
use $82,000 in corporate money to buy

computer lists. Sherman pleaded guilty.. 


(3) Humphrey's closest aide sought im- 


proper FBI help in the 1968 Democratic 
convention. Humphrey knew that Lyndon 
Johnson had used a special team of FBI 
agents equipped with wiretaps and bugs, 
to spy on troublemakers at the 1964 con- 
vention. According to a memo by J. 
Edgar Hoover dated August 15, 1968: 
"William Council, executive assistant to 
the vice president (Humphrey)... had 
talked to the vice president about the 
team I sent into the convention area in 
1964 that was so helpful. He stated he was 
hoping perhaps I might be able to do the 
same thing for the vice president out in 
Chicago." 


Humphrey did not get "the same 


thing" because Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark, who had been willing to approve

(4) He tried to keep valuable state gifts 


that lawfully belong to the government. 
In 1974, when gift-keeping became con- 
troversial, Humphrey turned over to the 
State Department an eight-carat diamond 
received six years before, from the presi- 
dent of Zaire. (Ten leopard skins from 
Somalia had already been sold for $7,000 
and the money given to charity.) 
Humphrey said lamely that the diamond 
and skins had been given to his wife, and 
he had not realized that the law against 
keeping state gifts applied to members of 
his family. 


(5) He nearly succeeded in obtaining a 


$200,000 tax deduction by giving Ms vice 


presidential paper, to the Minnesota 
Historical Society. After the furor over 
the Nixon deduction, the Internal 
Revenue Service took another look at the 
long-approved Humphrey deduction and 
discovered a "future interest' which 
caused them to disallow the $199,153 
dedfttion. A Humphrey aide gamely 
called this "a difference in the way 
reasonable men interpret the law." 


(6) His former campaign manager it on 


the way to Jail. Jack Chestnut, who 
managed the 1970 campaign that returned 
Hubert Humphrey to the Senate, wisely 
took the Fifth Amendment when asked to 
testify before the Senate Watergate Com- 
mittee. Twenty pages of the committee 
report were devoted to the milk in- 
dustry's relationship with Humphrey. 
The senator jokes about this - "When I 
started out in this hard-drinking field, of 
politics, I never thought I'd get in trouble 
over milk" - but Chestnut is not 
laughing; his appeal has just been denied, 
and he is to serve a four-month sentence 
for accepting an illegal corporate con- 
tribution. 


These charges are rehashed here to 


suggest that Democrats who think they 
can solve all problems by turning to 
Humphrey must accept a few 
vulnerabilities. The senator may be well 
advised to deal with these and similar 
charges in a few primaries rather than 
face them in the fall. 


Some of the problems that caused one 


President's downfall may well be 
overlooked in the making of another. If a 
courageous comeback politician like 
Hubert Humphrey — aides convicted, 
deductions disallowed, garlanded with il- 
legal contributions and bedecked with 
belated admissions of lapses of judgment 
— can be nominated and elected, then 
the American people will have tacitly 
.ratified the pardon of Richard Nixon.

Acco rding to many po litical o bserv ers, 
the Flo rida primary results hav e written an 
end to the presidential ambitio ns o f Ro nald 
Reagan and Geo rge C. Wallace.

(3) Humphrey ’s clo sest aide so ught im­ 
pro per FBI help in the 1968 Demo cratic 
conv ention. Hu mphrey k new that Ly ndon 
Johnson had u sed a special team of FBI 
agents eq u ipped with wiretaps and bu gs, 
to spy on trou blemak ers at the 196 4 con­ 
v ention. According to a memo by J. 
Edgar Hoov er dated Au gu st 15, 196 8: 
“William Connell, ex ecu tiv e assistant to 
the v ice president (Hu mphrey ). . . had 
talk ed to the v ice president abou t the 
team I sent into the conv ention area in 
1964 that was so helpfu l. He stated he was 
hoping perhaps I might be able to do the 
same thing for the v ice president ou t in 
Chicago.” 
Hu mphrey did not get "the same 
thing" becau se Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark , who had been willing to approv e

the infamou s Doar Plan to spy on dis­ 
sidents, was not a Hu mphrey man and did 
not au thorize the req u ested FBI conv en­ 
tion tapping.

In 197 4 , when gift-k eeping became con­ 
trov ersial, Hu mphrey tu rned ov er to the 
State Department an eight-carat diamond 
receiv ed six y ears before, from the presi­ 
dent of Zaire. (Ten leopard sk ins from 
Somalia had already been sold for $7 ,000 
and the money giv en to charity .) 
Hu mphrey said lamely that the diamond 
and sk ins had been giv en to his wife, and 
he had not realized that the law against 
k eeping state gifts applied to members of 
his family . 
(5) He nearly succeeded in o btaining a 
$200,000 tax deductio n by giv ing his v ice 


presidential papers to the Minneso ta 
Histo rical So ciety . After the fu ror ov er 
the Nix on dedu ction, the Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice took another look at the 
long-approv ed Hu mphrey dedu ction and 
discov ered a "fu tu re interest 
which 
cau sed them to disallow the $199,153 
dedrfbtion. A Hu mphrey aide gamely 
called this "a difference in the way 
reasonable men interpret the law. 


(6 ) His fo rmer campaign manager is o n 
the way to jail. Jack Chestnu t, who 
managed the 197 0 campaign that retu rned 
Hu bert Hu mphrey to the Senate, wisely 
took the Fifth Amendment when ask ed to 
testify before the Senate Watergate Com­ 
mittee. Twenty pages of the committee 
report were dev oted to the milk in­ 
du stry 's relationship with Hu mphrey 
The senator jok es abou t this — “When I 
started ou t in this hard-drink ing field, of 
politics, I nev er thou ght I’d get in trou ble 
ov er milk ” - bu t Chestnu t is not 
lau ghing; his appeal has ju st been denied, 
and he is to serv e a fou r-month sentence 
for accepting an illegal corporate con­ 
tribu tion. 
These charges are rehashed here to 
su ggest that Democrats who think they 
can solv e all problems by tu rning to 
H u m phrey m u st accept a few 
v u lnerabilities The senator may be well 
adv ised to deal with these and similar 
charges in a few primaries rather thap 
face them in the fall. 
Some of the problems that cau sed one 
President’s downfall may well be 
ov erlook ed in the mak ing of another If a 
cou rageou s comeback politician lik e 
Hu bert Hu mphrey — aides conv icted, 
dedu ctions disallowed, garlanded with il­ 
legal contribu tions and bedeck ed with 
belated admissions of lapses of ju dgment 
— can be nominated and elected, then 
the American people will hav e tacitly 
ratified the pardon of Richard Nix on.

Beatrice, Neb. 
The Univ ersity of Nebrask a's bu dget is perhaps the best 
ex ample I can think of to demonstrate how difficu lt it is for ou r 
gov ernment to shu t off programs it has created ev en thou gh 
ev ery statistic I hav e seen points to the inefficient u se of state 
money by the u niv ersity . 
I my self was a gradu ate of the Univ ersity of Nebrask a in 
1971. Being thank fu l to the people of this state for my edu cation 
req u ires me to stand u p and be cou nted. 
Ev ery long-range forecast of the y ear 2000 I hav e seen 
points to an ov erabu ndance of college-edu cated people. Each 
college gradu ate costs u s in the neighborhood of 
$6 5,000 to $7 5,- 
000 per gradu ate This money is well spent as long as that 
gradu ate u ses his edu cation to better this nation. The problem is 
that it is time to reev alu ate and rebu dget ou r edu cational 
priorities in this state. 
There are right now tremendou s gaps in the v ocational- 
technical edu cational needs of this state Bu d Pentz, owner of 
KWBE radio in Beatrice, stated at the Edu cation Committee 
hearings in Beatrice on Pershing College that we are spending 
only $1.00 for v ocational training for ev ery $14 00 on college 
degrees. 
When y ou get y ou r c$r repaired or call a plu mber or 
bu ilding contractor or telev ision or appliance repairman, how 
often hav e the repairs been satisfactory , finished on time, and 
reasonably pneed? 
I say that it is time to tu rn ou r attention and begin placing 
major emphasis on ou r v ocational-technical edu cational 
sy stems. I say we can do this economically by transferring some 
of ou r emphasis from college degrees to v ocational training 
I am not adv ocating closing down ou r u niv ersities 
I am 
su ggesting that we req u ire the u niv ersity to narrow down their 
cou rses of stu dy to meet job mark et demands Gov ernor Ex on is 
to be commended for calling ou r attention to the Univ ersity of 
Nebrask a’s Large increases in administrativ e manpower and 
bu dget ov er the last sev eral y ears Du ring tins time, en/ollment 
has remained fairly constant in relation to facu lty In addition 
he has recommended the u niv ersity concentrate its efforts on 
the cou rses it can teach best rather than growing into a '‘jack -of- 
ail-trades” edu cational sy stem 
If the Lincoln and Omaha senators insist on selfishly casting 
their v otes in block s to increase state money to their cities, at 
least they can do so in areas where the money will be ba t spent 
— v ocational-technical training 1 beg the senators of Nebrask a 
to consider the ov erall edu cational needs of this state before 
v oting for appropriation increases to the Univ ersity of 
Nebrask a s edu cational sy stem

WASHINGTON - “I hav e 
q u ite frank ly been su rprised,” 
asserted President Ford on Nov . 
26,197 5, "that they hav e come as 
far as they hav e. 1 dou bted that 
they wou ld act u nless ordered to 
do so by a federal cou rt.” 
The President was speak ing of 
New York City 's financial crisis 
and his complete abou t-face 
after opposing a federal financial 
bailou t of what is affectionately 
called "The Big Apple.” 


Mr. F'ord was assu red by New 
York City officials that they 
wou ld tak e "concrete actions” 
to pu t their financial hou se in 
order. 


As a resu lt, the President ap­ 
prov ed $2 3 billion in short-term 
seasonal loans to allow the city 
to av ert defau lt on its mu nicipal 
bonds. 
Now, fou r months later, it is 
becoming dear to members of 
the Senate Bank ing Committee 
and officials at the U.S. Treasu ry 
Department that the administra­ 
tion of New York City May or 
Abraham Beame has not mov ed 
on any of its promised fiscal 
reforms, inclu ding slashing 
mu nicipal serv ices to balance its 
bu dget. It has been learned by 
this colu mnist that the Senate 
Bank ing Committee q u ietly has 
u ndertak en a wide-ranging* in­ 
v estigation to discov er why New 
York City has failed, thu s far, to 
implement specific financial 
reforms. 


“New York City has not been 
mak ing an effort,” a Senate 
Bank ing Committee sou rce said,

New York City officials 
ack nowledged that ov er the 
Christmas holiday they had “ u n­ 
cov ered” an additional $87 
million in debt not prev iou sly 
ack nowledged when the city was 
campaigning for the Ford ad­ 
ministration to bail it ou t. 
The city ’s Department of 
Social Serv ices (welfare) was ac­ 
cu sed Feb. 11 by New York state 
of “alarming” shortcomings in 
its accou nting procedu res The 
state charged that a single 
month's claim by the city led to 
$89 5 million in ov erpay ments 
from state and federal fu nds 


The city has conceded pu blicly 
that its estimated deficit, instead 
of amou nting to $724 million, 
will be closer to $1 billion and 
ev en may reach $1.2 billion. This 
means half of the Ford ad­ 
ministration’s $2.3 billion in 
short-term seasonal federal 


loans may be u sed to pay off 
su ch a deficit or be div erted to 
the other u ses, mak ing it in­ 
creasingly difficu lt to prev ent 
defau lt of mu nicipal bonds after 
197 8. 
Su ch disclosu res hav e dis­ 
tressed and alarmed lawmak ers, 
many who relu ctantly fav ored 
Mr. F ord 's bailou t loan 
proposal. 
Howev er, it is now clear that 
New York is dragging its feet in 
slashing mu nicipal serv ices. For 
ex ample, it still maintains a 
sy stem of free stu dent tu ition in 
its city college sy stem It refu ses 
to close many of its mu nicipally 
operated hospitals, which cou ld 
sav e $100 million a y ear, accor­ 
ding to one k nowledgeable 
sou rce at the U.S. Treasu ry 
Department

At the same time, the city is 
try ing to force priv ate New York 
hospitals ou t of bu siness as a 
means to benefit the mu nicipal 
medical centers. Fu rther, the 
city continu es to operate its two 
radio stations and a TV station 
instead of selling them or shu t­ 
ting them down to cu t costs. 


All of these facts su ggest that 
not only has The Big Apple 
brok en its promises to the

Another Blow For First 


W ASHINGTON - The 
Su preme Cou rt last week took 
another step toward limiting 
jou rnalists’ rights u nder the 
First Amendment, while at the 
sam e tim e it ru led that 
prosecu tors who introdu ce false 
testimony or su ppress ev idence 
cani be su ed by the inju red par­ 
ties * 
Tak en together, the two 
decisions say a good deal abou t 
the destination the cou rt has 
been heading toward in the past 
cou ple of y ears: tak ing the lid off 
the ju diciary , and pu tting it on 
the press 


Back in 1964, the high cou rt 
decreed that libel awards cou ld 
be made only in cases where 
jou rnalists had perpetrated 
“calcu lated falsehoods," not 
where errors were the resu lt of 
negligence 
Ten y ears later, the cou rt 
back ed away from that ru ling, 
say ing it ou ght to apply only 
when inju red parties were per­ 
sons in the pu blic ey e; in­ 
conspicu ou s people who had not 
sou ght pu blic notice cou ld be 
awarded libel damages in cases 
where the press was deemed 
negligent, ev en thou gh no inju ry 
was intended.

Now the ju stic e s hav e 
ex panded their concept of 
priv ate persons to inclu de a 


prominent Florida socialite, 
whose 1967 div orce proceedings 
receiv ed wide pu blic attention, 
and who herself appeared at 
nu merou s press conferences 
du ring the time she was m cou rt. 


The cou rt ru led that Mary 
Alice Firestone was entitled to a 
$100,000 libel action against 
Time magazine, which inac­ 
cu rately reported that her hu s­ 
band, tire magnate Ru ssell 
Firestone, had been granted a 
div orce from her on grou nds of 
cru elty and adu ltery 


In fact, the div orce cou rt ju dge 
did not u se those words, 
althou gh he spok e m terms a 
good deal more graphic abou t 
the lady 's ex tra-marital ac­ 
tiv ities. (He said they “wou ld 
hav e made Dr. 
Freu d’s hair 
cu rl.”) The ju dge’s decision, in 
the words of Ju stice Lewis F. 
Powell Jr was "hardly a model 
of clarity .” 


That is a graciou sly generou s 
u nderstatement, and ev en a 
majority of PoweU’s brethren 
agreed that negligence had not 
been adeq u ately established. 
The ease was remanded for ad­ 
ditional litigation. 


Strik e another blow against 
the First Amendment

harder to swallow, howev er, is 
the fact that the cou rt tu rned 
arou nd and said prosecu tors are 
immu ne to civ il actions in in­ 
stances where they permit false 
testimony to be introdu ced, or 
where they withhold ev idence 
beneficial to defendants This, in 
effect, pu ts states’ attorney s on a 
par w ith legislators and 
members of Congress who can 
say or do whatev er they please in 
their respectiv e halls of law­ 
mak ing and be completely im­ 
mu ne from su its 


What an astonishing tu r­ 
nabou t 
We ex pect occasional 
ou trageou s behav ior from ou r 
elected officials, bu t from 
prosecu tors u pon whose condu ct 
hangs the v ery freedom of 
citizens, that is another matter. 
And for the high cou rt to remov e 
.one of the mu st important 
means for u s to insu re the 
tru thfu lness of the gov ernment’s 
case against u s is altogether 
shock ing It is m fact pu tting one 
side of the adv ersary sy stem v ir­ 
tu ally abov e the law 


If things k eep gomg the way 
the Bu rger cou rt has u s headed, 
we may ev entu ally reach the 
point where the only safe way 
lor a reporter to cov er a cou rt 
will be to prosecu te the cases 
before it.

Gresham Needs No Help 
To Build Sports Complex

Outstate Nebraska Bviera 
Gresham — Things don't 


change much in Gresham, which 
is the key to dvic development 
in the progressive York County 
town of 248. 


In a time when qualifying for 


federal grants determines what 
gets done in many communitiei, 
Gresham folks proudly turn up 
their noses in the direction of 
Washington. 


The nearly completed 


Gresham Bicentennial Sports 
Complex — including tennis, 
basketball, volleyball and bad- 
minton courts, a horseshoe 
pitching area and an ice skatiqg 
rink - is the newest tribute to 
their success. 


"This is not the first communi- 


ty project we've done on our 
own," local oil distributor Elmer 
Tupker said. "Our baseball park 
(completed 1968) is second to 
none, and it was built with 
voluntary labor and solicited 
funds." 


But the tradition goes back 


even farther to 1950, when the 
community built and paid for 
the Gresham School Gym- 
nasium. 


The idea for the sports com- 


plex was hatched a year ago at a 
meeting of the Commercial 
Club, according to local banker 
John Grasmick. 


A seven-member committee 


steered the project, but it was a 
"community effort with SO or 80 
people actually helping in the 
work," Grasmick said. 


"We have a thing about 


federal projects," Grasmick 
said. "We felt that by the time, 
you get through meeting govern- 
ment specifications and red 
tape, you spend just about as 
much local money anyway." 


An additional advantage, he 


added, was that the town wanted 
it "right now, and there was no 
way we could have gotten it 
done in a year through the 
government." 


The $7,500 the town put up 


was about as much as other area 
communities spent for similar 
projects which eventually cost 
three times as much when 
federal money was added, accor- 
ding to Grasmick. 


"Two nearby communities 


that put up tennis courts under 
federal programs ended up with 
something not as good as here," 
Grasmick said proudly. 


Tupker said not one penny was 


spent for hired labor. "We used 
used material where we could, 
but we didn't cut corners on 
anything major." 


The citizens realize the impor- 


tance of providing recreation to 
keep people in the community, 
according to Grasmick, and also 
to attract new families to 
Gresham. 
There were some "good, 


healthy disagreements" on how 
the complex should be built, 
Tupker said, but most everybody 
was aiming in the same direc- 
tion. 


"My feeling is, let the people 


support it that want to," he said.

Aid Request

Omaha (AP) - The U.S. 


Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development has invited 
Beatrice officials to submit a full 
application for $339,000 in 
federal, non-metropolitan com- 
munity development block funds 
to demolish eteriorated housing 
in a flood plain.

ty board adopted a federally 
mandated occupancy policy 
Thursday that allows tenants to 
remain in public housing 
regardless of income. 


Effective immediately, the 


policy drops income ceilings for 
continued occupancy but retains 
them for admission. 


Under the old policy, families 


whose incomes topped specified 
levels were given six months to 
relocate. The new policy allows 
them to remain, provided they 
continue paying rent roughly 
equal to 25% of their adjusted 
gross income. 


Realistically, families will 


leave public housing when their 
income pushes the rent above 
the housing's worth. 


Board members said the old 


method discouraged low-income 
families from raising their in- 
comes. 


The new policy, mandated by 


the Department of Housing and 


Urban Development (HUD), also 
sets admission and eviction stan- 
dards and establishes a 
preference plan for selecting 
tenants. 


HUD's guidelines, previously 


unspecified, say families can be 
evicted from or refused admis- 
sion to public bousing if they 
would "prove detrimental to the 
project or its residents." 


Fourteen causes for eviction 


or refusing admission are listed. 
Among them are serious 
criminal activity, violent 
behavior, drug addiction, sexual 
deviation, destruction of proper- 
ty, 
grossly unsanitary 


housekeeping and falsifying a 
lease application. 


Executive Director Richard 


Burke said the policy formalizes 
the Housing Authority's 
screening process. 


"This is nothing really new,"

We were not 
necessarily asking the same 
questions, nevertheless, we 
were soliciting comments" 


Board members cautioned 


against denying admission 
without documenting the 
applicant's undesirability.

Agriculture Department said 
Thursday 16 outbreaks of cattle 
scabies were confirmed last 
month in six states, including 
Nebraska. 


The USDA said the Nebraska 


case was found in cattle owned 
or fed by George Starr of Lincoln 
County. 


Last months scabies outbreak 


total brings to 55 the number of 
cases found this fiscal year, a 
sharp increase over the 39 cases 
found by this date during fiscal 
1975. 


In addition to Nebraska, the 


USDA said the scabies was 
found for the first time in 


Georgia and for the first time 
since fiscal 1966 in California. 
Other states where scabies out- 
breaks occurred last month were 
New Mexico, Texas and 
Oklahoma. 


The USDA said state quaran- 


tines were placed on all affected 
and exposed cattle. The quaran- 
tines remain in effect until cattle 
are treated with permitted 
pesticides under federal or state 
supervision and found free of 
scabies mite infestations. 


Scabies is caused by tiny, 


parasitic mites that puncture the 
skin of cattle and feed on body 
fluids released from the wounds.

The USDA said state quaran­ 
tines were placed o n all affected 
and ex po sed cattle.

oriented. While you have only 8 
high-card points, the 6-card suit 
and the singleton club bring 
your values up to at least 12 
points, particularly

Some players 
would go directly to four 
spades, which is also ac- 
ceptable. 


2. One notrump. Here you 


have more high-card points, but 
less chance for game. It is 
better to bid one notrump than 
two clubs as the notrump 
response indicates some high- 
card values, at least one heart 
stopper, and balanced dis- 
tribution. 
The 
notrump 


response denotes 6 to 9 points, 
while two clubs could be based 
on no high-card points at all. 


3. One spade. This is an un- 


pleasant predicament, no 
doubt, but you're not respon- 
sible for holding a bad hand 


when partner doubles. It would 
be wrong to pass, and equally 
wrong to bid one notrump. It's 
no pleasure to respond in a 
three-card suit, but there's no 
better bid available. 


4. Two notrump. With 11 high- 


card points, hearts doubly 
stopped, and flat distribution, 
two notrump is the standout 
response. Change the spade 
seven to the queen and you'd 
respond three notrump. 


5. Two hearts. This is clearly 


a game-going hand, as you have 
an opening bid facing an 
opening bid. 


But, under the circum- 


stances, it is better not to make 
a jump-shift response in any of 
your suits, because you can't 
tell whether the hand will play 
best in spades, diamonds or 
clubs. 


Instead of trying to guess the 


right suit, you respond with a 
heart cuebid and so force 
partner to pick the suit You 
plan to raise North directly to 
game in the suit of his choice.

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Amendment Limits 
Malpractice Loss 


By The Associated Press 


The Legislature Thursday 


voted 30-12 to adopt a policy on 
malpractice judgments more 
restrictive than current law, but 
less restrictive than a Nebraska 
Medical Association proposal. 


The policy, adopted as an 


amendment to LB703, limits re- 
cover to "actual economic 
loss." The Medical Association 
proposal would have defined ac- 
tual economic loss basically as 
medical costs and lost wages. 


Bellwood Sen. Loraii Schmit, 


who introduced the bill for the 
Medical Association, accepted a 
proposal from Neligh Sen. John 
DeCamp to expand the defini- 
tion of economic loss. DeCamp 
and Omaha Sen. John Cav- 
anaugh spent more than 30 
minutes debating the meaning of 
the definition, with no clear 
resolution. 


Finally, DeCamp said he was 


offering the best proposal that 
he thought could survive the 
doctors' intense lobbying effort 
and asked Cavanaugh to write a 
better proposal if he thought he 
could get it approved. 


Cavanaugh figuratively threw 


up his hands, told Schmit that 
the doctors have 30 votes and a 
$130,000 lobbying effort. 


"This bill is bought and paid 


for," Cavanaugh said. 


The DeCamp proposal says 


economic loss includes injuries 
"which might impair the plaint- 
iff's ability in his or her prepa- 
rations to attain an earning ca- 


pacity, or which pertain to his or 
her present or future financial 
conditions." DeCamp said the 
courts would have to decide 
what could be included in mal- 
practice judgments under toe 
language. 


He said it was his intent to 


"make it so broad that anything 
in any way which would be inter- 
preted as a loss would be an 
economic loss." 


DeCamp said doctors don't 


like his amendment at all. 


Cavanaugh said the economic 


loss definition would include 
only lost future or potential in- 
come. 


"I see nothing that would in- 


clude enjoyment of life," he 
said. 


"I want the people of this state 


to know the doctors of this state 
are willing to be held liable for 
negligence," Schmit said in 
speaking for his amendments. 


Columbus Sen. Donald Dwo- 


rak successfully offered an 
amendment which would not al- 
low doctors and their insurance 
companies to deduct Social Se- 
curity and life insurance pay- 
ments from the amount of a 
malpractice judgment. 


It was adopted on a 25-0 vote. 


The Dworak amendment does 
allow payments made by a 
patient's medical insurance to be 
deducted from the total mal- 
practice judgment. 


When the 
Legislature 


adjourned Thursday, there were 
still several amendments pen- 
ding which had to be considered 
before the bill could be given 
first round approval. 


Prayer Bill 
Moves Up 
To Floor 
The Legislature's Education 


Committee voted 5-3 Thursday 
to send a watered-down prayer- 
in-school bill to the floor of the 
Legislature. 


The rewrite of Omaha Sen. 


Warren Swigart's LB816, says 
the state will not "forbid a place 
for reverant silence for medita- 
tien or the Pledge of Allegiance 
to the flag." 


The attorney general's office 


has issued an opinion saying the 
bill probably would be con- 
stitutional. 


"We're to the point where the 


bill says nothing," said Bellevue 
Sen. Frank Lewis. He said the 
bill did not allow for anything 
more than is currently allowed. 


Lewis said Swigart intended to 


name the bill as his priority to 
bring it up for floor considera- 
tion. 


Chambers: Jobless Bill 'Evil' 
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By United Press International 
State Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha Thursday offered a mo- 
tion to kill legislation designed 
to crack down on unemployment 
compensation abuses. 


"This is evil legislation and I 


think it ought to be killed," 
Chambers said in offering the 
motion. LB819 was up for se- 
cond round consideration and 
under Unicameral rules a kill 
motion offered at that point 
can't be considered on the day it 
was offered. 


Chambers was especially 


critical of an amendment 
adopted at the request of the 
bill's sponsors, Donald Dworak 
of Columbus and Jack Mills of 
Big Springs, to stop unemploy- 
ment compensation as soon as 
the recipient applies for Social 
Security benefits. "If someone is 
entitled to both, then he or she 
should get both," Chambers 
said. 


Industrial Bond Use Bill 
Given Second Approval 


Five Construction Project 
Bills Introduced To Unicom 


The Legislature Thursday 


allowed the introduction of five 
capital construction bills, in- 
cluding measures authorizing 
three «najor Omaha projects. 


The three projects involved 


are the downtown office 
building-education center, the 
University of Nebraska-Omaha 
health and physical education 
building, and the Medical Center 
cardiovascular facility. 


Because the Appropriations 


Committee had already made its 
construction 
recommendations,

the bills were allowed to go 
directly to the first stage of floor 
debate without a public hearing. 
They are likely to be heard on 
the floor next week. 


With 30 votes required, the $14 


million education center and of- 
fice building proposal, contained 
in LB1006. was accepted on a 31- 
5 score. 


Voting no were Sens. Ernest 


Chambers of Omaha, Robert 
Clark of Sidney, Steve Fowler of 
Lincoln, Otho Kime of Valentine 
and Richard Lewis of Holbrook 


Chambers said he has "not 


been persuaded that this is 
needed." 


The facility appears designed 


to "make UNO an anchor for 
downtown Omaha," he said, and 
that is "not a proper role for 
education funding." 


The other bills were in- 


troduced without debate. 


The •Unicameral voted 25-11 


Thursday to give second round 
approval to a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment that 
would allow expansion of in- 
dustrial development bond use 
in Nebraska. 


The advancement came after 


state senators rejected a pair of 
amendments offered by Adams 
Sen. George Burrows. 


Burrows lost 14-27 in his effort 


to have the expanded use of IDA 
bonds include agricultural 
businesses such as farms. 


He lost 16-18 in his bid to 


restrict language which he said 
ended city or county control over 
the bond issue situation. 


Omaha Sen. Glenn Goodrich, 


LB667's backer, opposed the 
farm amendment, saying it 
would help large corporate farm 
operations but not the average 
family farmer. 


Goodrich opposed the other 


amendment, saying it would end 
the ability of government units 
to bail out an IDA bond issue if 
financial problems develop. 


IDA bonds currently are used 


in Nebraska to attract and 
develop industry and Goodrich 
wants to expand their use to in- 
clude commercial enterprises. 
The bonds offer industries at- 
tractive interest rates. 


Burrows and Lincoln Sen. 


Steve Fowler were among the 
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lawmakers who opposed ad- 
vancement of the bill. Burrows 
said it was "an expansion of 
socialist theory." 


Fowler warned that expanded 


use of IDA bonds could hurt the 
position of municipalities in 
their finances, sending 
municipal bond interest rates 
higher. 


The bill, if it passes the 


Legislature, would require ap- 
proval of Nebraska voters before 
taking effect as a change in the 
constitution. The Legislature 
would later write implementing 
legislation. 


1st Class Cities 
Can Now Issue 
Utilities Bonds 


The Unicameral gave 43-0 final 


approval Thursday to Hastings 
Sen. Richard Marvel's bill to set 
the stage for financing a 
Hastings-Grand Island coal fired 
power plant. 


LB825 would give first class 


cities the same rights as public 
power districts, Omaha, Lincoln 
and other governmental sub- 
divisions have in issuing revenue 
bonds for utility projects.

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Amendment Limits 
Malpractice Loss 


By The Associated Press 
The Legislature Thursday 
voted 30-12 to adopt a policy on 
malpractice judgments more 
restrictive than current law, but 
less restrictive than a Nebraska 
Medical Association proposal. 


The policy, adopted as an 
amendment to LB703, limits re­ 
cover to “ actual economic 
loss " The Medical Association 
proposal would have defined ac­ 
tual economic loss basically as 
medical costs and lost wages. 


Bellwood Sen. Loran Schmit, 
who introduced the bill for the 
Medical Association, accepted a 
proposal from Neligh Sen. John 
DeCamp to expand the defini­ 
tion of economic loss. DeCamp 
and Omaha Sen. John Cav­ 
anaugh spent more than 30 
minutes debating the meaning of 
the definition, with no clear 
resolution. 


Finally, DeCamp said he was 
offering the best proposal that 
he thought could survive the 
doctors’ intense lobbying effort 
and asked Cavanaugh to write a 
better proposal if he thought he 
could get it approved. 
Cavanaugh figuratively threw 
up his hands, told Schmit that 
the doctors have 30 votes and a 
$130,000 lobbying effort. 
“ This bill is bought and paid 
for,’’ Cavanaugh said. 
The DeCamp proposal says 
economic loss includes injuries 
“ which might impair the plaint­ 
iff’s ability in his or her prepa­ 
rations to attain an earning ca­ 


pacity, or which pertain to his or 
her present or future financial 
conditions.” DeCamp said the 
courts would have to decide 
what could be included in mal­ 
practice judgments under the 
language. 
He said it was his intent to 
“make it so broad that anything 
in any way which would be inter­ 
preted as a loss would be an 
economic loss. " 
DeCamp said doctors don’t 
like his amendment at all. 
Cavanaugh said the economic 
loss definition would include 
only lost future or potential in­ 
come. 
"I see nothing that would in­ 
clude enjoyment of life," he 
said. 
“ I want the people of this state 
to know the doctors of this state 
are willing to be held liable for 
negligence,” Schmit said in 
speaking for his amendments. 
Columbus Sen. Donald Dwo- 
rak successfully offered an 
amendment which would not al­ 
low doctors and their insurance 
companies to deduct Social Se­ 
curity and life insurance pay­ 
ments from the amount of a 
malpractice judgment. 
It was adopted on a 25-0 vote. 
The Dworak amendment does 
allow payments made by a 
patient’s medical insurance to be 
deducted from the total mal­ 
practice judgment. 
When the Legislature 
adjourned Thursday, there were 
still several amendments pen­ 
ding which had to be considered 
before the bill could be given 
first round approval. 


Prayer Bill 
Moves Up 
To Floor 
The Legislature’s Education 
Committee voted 5-3 Thursday 
to send a watered-down prayer- 
in-school bill to the floor of the 
Legislature 
The rewrite of Omaha Sen. 
Warren Swigart's LB816, says 
the state will not "forbid a place 
for reverant silence for medita­ 
tion or the Pledge of Allegiance 
to the flag."

The Nebraska Resources 
Development Fund Advisory 
Board Thursday set a tentative 
schedule for construction of the 
Walnut Creek project that calls 
for five dams to be completed by 
the end of 1978. 
The project, which was 
planned primarily for flood con­ 
trol, called for two of the dams 
to be constructed near Crete to 
be finished by 1977 and three by 
1978 at an estimated state cost of 
$156,000. 
Contract negotiations were set 
to start this fall with construc­ 
tion beginning in the spring of 
1976. 
The advisory board also in- 


dicated it hoped to speed up con­ 
struction of the Nebraska 
watershed projects with state 
water development funds to be 
used to supplement budget cuts 
made by the federal govern­ 
ment 
A total of 12 proposed 
watershed sites in Nebraska 
were under preliminary in­ 
vestigation. They are Stevens-

13,300 Watch Northeast Win, 54-52 


George C. Mann 
60th Year In Row 


George C. Mann has been all over the world, including Russia. 


But when March rolls around, he always manages to touch home 
base in Lincoln. 


At least he has for the last 60 years. He refuses to miss the 


Nebraska State High School Basketball Tournament. 


"This is my 60th straight," said Mann, who's been retired from 


the telephone company for 16 years. "I missed the first six but I 
guess 60 out of 66 isn't too bad." 


Mann turned 80 last July. "I've set my goal for 100," he said, 


"so I guess that would mean my goal is another 20 state tour- 
naments. I just love them. I never played, but I've always enjoyed 
watching." 


Usually, Mann perches himself 


in the stands at Class A games. 
"But I like to watch those Class B 
teams, too. One of my favorite 
teams was Bethany when they won 
three straight B championships in 
the late 1930's." 


Bethany later became Lincoln 


Northeast and Mann has become a 
veteran observer of the Rockets. 
"I've seen every one of Northeast's 
championship teams. 


"Truthfully, I'd like to have 


seen Lincoln High make it to the 
state tournament this year because 
it's been so many years since 
they've been there," Mann said. 


"I always root for the Lincoln teams," he added. "I think if 


Northeast can get by Creightcn Prep Friday night, they'll take the 
tourney. When it conies to the point where they have to put out ef- 
fort, they do i t . . . just like they did against Lincoln High." 


Harold Huston of Hallam another veteran state tourney 


observer in the stands for Thursday's four Class A opening round 
games. 


Huston played on Omaha Tech's 1926 Class A state cham- 


pionship team, the first title club in the Coliseum. Now, fifty years 
later, he watched his grandson play in the first state tournament in 
Nebraska's $13.8 million Sports Center. 


Craig Huston, a 5-9 sophomore 


guard starter for Omaha 
Northwest, "is a good boy," accor- 
ding to his grandfather. "He's a 
straight-A student, so I believe he's 
already a little better than I was." 


Huston scored seven points in 


Tech's 17-14 win over Lincoln High 
in the 1926 Class A finals^ "That 
was a pretty good output in those 
days," he said. "We played Lincoln 
High three times that year and won 
twice." 


The retired sporting goods 


salesman admitted he can't match 
Mann's record for consecutive 
state tournaments. "This is only 
my 36th straight state tournament," he said. "That's a long ways 
from 60." 


Huston spent 10 of those years — from 1940 to 1949 — 


refereeing the state tournament. "I refereed for 28 years, then quit 
in 1954." 


The Sports Center is a far cry from the Coliseum in 1926, accor- 


ding to Huston. "I remember there were five games going on at 
once in 1926—three cross-wise on the main court, one on the stage 
and one in the basement. 


"This place." he said. "This place is something else."

But as if the entire Hastings 


team heard public address an- 
nouncer Roy Churchill ask 
everyone to s'tand up and move 
to the center because several 
busloads 'of fans were still out- 
side, the Tigers came roaring 
back, not wanting to disappoint 
any latecomers 


Eight straight Hastings' 


points, and 17 of the next 23 
netted coach Larry Kibbles' 
Hastings five a chance, closing 
the gap to three points, 45-42. 


With the momentum of the 


game clearly shifted to Hastings, 
it was just a matter of time 
before the entire 14 point lead 
dwindled away. 


With all-state candidate Mark 


McVicker leading the charge 
along with sharpshooter guard 
Scott Jurgens, a 15-footer from 
the Tigers' Rick Rader tied the 
game at 50-all with 3:27 
remaining 


A change of possession on a 


steal by Rader and a foul sent 
Hastings' John Hill to the free 
throw line with a chance to take 
the lead for the first time. 


Hill missed the first of a one- 


and-one, but McVicker, who 
scored a game-high 25 points, 
grabbed the rebound and 
dumped it back in from 10 feet 
for a 52-50 lead with 2-34 
remaining 


A missed shot attempt by- 


Northeast drew a foul from 
McVicker that sent Rocket 
senior Gary Bandars to the line 
with 2 05 left 


Bandars made the first but 


missed the second giving 
Hastings the ball and the lead 


Hastings misfired on three 


straight attempts from- close 
range and Mike Sales cleared the 
boards for Northeast and drew a 
foul from Brad Berndt, who mis- 
sed two of the three shots. 


Sales made his first free throw 


also, tying the score at 52 apiece 
with 1:18 remaining.

and that kept Crete out of its 
shuffle offense," Holliday 
explained. 


Perhaps the biggest factors for 


the lopsided score were the in- 


ability of Brad Wittstruck and 
Mark Erickson to score and the 
50-point combined efforts of 
seniors Keith Erlenbusch and 
Steve Cranfill. 


Wittstruck, who fouled out 


wihh 5:04 to play, hit just one of 
four field goals for two points.

George 0. Mann has been all over the world, including Russia. 
But when March rolls around, he always manages to touch home 
base in Lincoln. 


At least he has for the last 60 years. He refuses to miss the 
Nebraska State High School Basketball Tournament. 
“ This is my 60th straight,” said Mann, who’s been retired from 
the telephone company for 16 years. ‘‘I missed the first six, but I 
guess 60 out of 66 isn’t too bad.” 
Mann turned 80 last July. "I've set my goal for 100," he said, 
so I guess that would mean my goal is another 20 state tour­ 
naments. I just love them. I never played, but I’ve always enjoyed 
watching.” 


Usually, Mann perches himself 
in the stands at Class A games. 
"But I like to watch those Class B 
teams, too. One of my favorite 
teams was Bethany when they won 
three straight B championships in 
the late 1930's.”

Bethany later became Lincoln 
Northeast and Mann has become a 
veteran observer of the Rockets. 
“ I've seen every one of Northeast’s 
championship teams 


"Truthfully, I’d like to have 
seen Lincoln High make it to the 
state tournament this year because 
it's been so many years since 
they’ve been there,” Mann said. 


“ I always root for the Lincoln teams," he added, "I think if 
Northeast can get by Creighton Prep Friday night, they'll take the 
tourney When it comes to the point where they have to put out ef­ 
fort, they do it ... just like they did against Lincoln High ” 
Harold Huston of Hallam another veteran state tourney 
observer in the stands for Thursday’s four Class A opening round 
games. 
Huston played on Omaha Tech's 1926 Class A state cham- 
pioaship team, the first title club in the Coliseum. Now, fifty years 
later, he watched his grandson play in the first state tournament in 
Nebraska's $13 8 million Sports Center. 


Craig Huston, a 5-9 sophomore 
guard sta rte r for Omaha 
Northwest, “ is a good boy," accor­ 
ding to his grandfather. “ He’s a 
straight-A student, so I believe he’s 
already a little better than I was." 


Huston scored seven points in 
Tech’s 17-14 wm over Lincoln High 
in the 1926 Class A finals. “ That 
was a pretty good output in those 
days," he said. "We played Lincoln 
High three times that year and won 
twice.” 


The retired sporting goods 
salesman admitted he can’t match 
Mann's record for consecutive 
state tournaments "This is only 
my 36th straight state tournament,' 
from 60.”

The Sports Center is a far cry from the Coliseum in 1926, accor­ 
ding to Huston " I remember there were five games going on at 
once in 1926 — three cross-wise on the main court, one on the stage 
and one in the basement

Thirteen thousand and three 
hundred 
Nebraskans couldn’t 
have possibly picked a better 
way to spend a Thursday 
evening. 
The largest crowd ever to 
witness a basketball game in the 
state of Nebraska packed the 
new NU Sports Center to capaci­ 
ty and were rewarded hand­ 
somely. 
Lincoln Northeast survived an 
electrifying Hastings finish with 
two free throws from junior 
guard Doug Berka in the final 
three seconds for a 54-52 first 
round 
state tournam ent 
triumph 
Coach Ed Johnson's Rockets 
move into Friday night's 9 p.m. 
semifinal along with Omaha 
Creighton Prep after the Junior 
Jays relatively easy 62-42 con­ 
quest of Omaha Northwest in 
the first round finale. 
Northeast had designs of 
making the first game a runaway 
leading by as many as 14 points, 
39-25, early into the second half 
But as if the entire Hastings 
team heard public address an­ 
nouncer Roy Churchill ask 
everyone to stand up and move 
to the center because several 
busloads of fans were still out­ 
side, the Tigers came roaring 
back, not wanting to disappoint 
any latecomers 
Eight straight Hastings’ 
points, and 17 of the next 23 
netted coach Larry Ribbles’ 
Hastings five a chance, closing 
the gap to three points, 45-42 
With the momentum of the 
game clearly shifted to Hastings, 
it was just a matter of time 
before the entire 14 point lead 
dwindled away. 


With all-state candidate Mark 
McVicker leading the charge 
along with sharpshooter guard 
Scott Jurgens, a 15-footer from 
the Tigers’ Rick Rader tied the 
game at 50-all with 3:27 
remaining. 
A change of possession on a 
steal by Rader and a foul sent 
Hastings' John Hill to the free 
throw line with a chance to take 
the lead for the first time. 
Hill missed the first of a one- 
and-one, but McVicker, who 
scored a game-high 25 points, 
grabbed the rebound and 
dumped it back in from 10 feet 
for a 52-50 lead with 2:34 
remaining 
A missed shot attempt by 
Northeast drew a foul from 
McVicker that sent Rocket 
senior Gary Bandars to the line 
with 2 05 left. 
Bandars made the first but 
missed the second giving 
Hastings the ball and the lead 
Hastings misfired on three 
straight attempts from- close 
range and Mike Sales cleared the 
boards for Northeast and drew a 
foul from Brad Berndt, who mis­ 
sed two of the three shots 
Sales made his first free throw 
also, tying the score at 52 apiece 
with 1:18 remaining But the 5- 
10 junior also missed the second. 
Apparently working for a good 
shot, but not a last shot, Jurgens 
fired from 18-feet with forty-five 
seconds to play 
Berka swept the boards and 
Northeast stalled until there was 
ten seconds on the clock and 
called time-out. 
Berka took the inbounds pass 
and moved to the baseline for 
the final shot with three seconds 
and it missed the mark But 
Rader was whistled with a 


critical foul enabling Berka to 
get the lead back for good 
The first of Berka s two shots 
hit the front of the rim, bounced 
to the backboard and dropped 
neatly through the net. 
The second shot swished and 
Hastings had three seconds to 
tie 
After an inbounds pass. Sales 
stepped in front to intercept a 
Jurgens pass and held on until 
the buzzer 
"W e did exactly what we 
wanted to, (in the last three 
seconds»,” Northeast coach Ed 
Johnson admitted "Except we 
didn't plan on Berka getting 
fouled " 
That didn't disappoint John­ 
son as Berka is the No 1 percen­ 
tage free throw shooter in

Golf Fees 
Increase 


The Parks and R ecreation 
Board hiked golf fees Thursday 
and gave notice it intends to in­ 
crease season fees next year. 


The board increased fees to 
help pay higher water bills at the 
city’s Pioneers, Holmes and 
Mahoney golf courses. The 
higher charges also will help 
cover higher salaries should 
legislation be passed raising the 
minimum wage. 


The board agreed not to raise 
season membership fees because 
a number of season passes 
already have been sold. The 
season ticket for an adult who 
plays golf Monday through 
Friday costs $93.15, including 
tax. A seven-day a week pass 
costs $134.55. Senior citizens and 
students 17 and under are 
charged $51 75.

7,000 Level 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


stock market won its three-day 
battle at 1,000 Thursday when 
the Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age broke through to post its 
first close above that landmark 
level in more than three years. 


The Dow average of 30 blue 


chips, turned back four times at 
just above 1,000 since Tuesday 
morning, came on with another 
rush at midafternoon Thursday 
and held on to finish at 1,003 31, 
up 8 03 for the clay 


It was the first 1,000-plus close 


for the average since it wound 
up at 1,003 54 on Jan 26,1973 


In just the 10 weeks since the 


start of the year, the Dow has 
amassed a gam of better than 150 
points, and now stands within 50 
points of its all-tune closing high 
of 1,05170 reached Jan 11,1973

The Dow reached 1,000 brief- 


ly at midmornmg and then 
slipped back, following the pat- 
tern of three previous brushes

But after the lunch hour on 


Wall Street it came on with a 
stronger rush that nit the mark 
shortly after 2 pm and held 
there for the rest of the day 


Thursday's rise marked a new 


peak for a 425-point upsurge in
